President Roosevelt said today the 
income tax structure would have 
to be broadened at the base but 
he doubted that congress would 
take any action at tliis session. 


Responding to questions at a 


press conference, the President 
said he believed the base should 
be broadened a little bit to cover 
more taxpayers, but he added this 
would not bring in much addi- 
tional revenue. 


(Broadening the base means to 


lower salary exemptions so that

Broadening, the President said, 


would give added responsibilities 
of citizenship to a group not now 
covered by the tax laws. 


He also expressed the opinion 
that income tax rates in the mid- 
dle brackets probably should be 
raised a bit. 


Mr. Roosevelt referred to what 
he termed silly and political edi- 
torials 
which 
suggested 
that 


lowering a single man's exemp- 
tion from $1,000 to $800 and a 
married man's from $2,500 to 
51,200 would permit the govern- 
. ment to pay off the national debt. 


He contended the cost of col- 


lecting the revenues from the 
lower income groups as a result of 
broadening the tax base would be 
virtually equivalent to the new 
revenue brought in.

ways and means committee, map- 
ping out revision of business 
taxes, voted to permit individuals 
and partnerships, as well as cor-

York Central Railroad, formerly 
known as the Ulster & Delaware 
Railroad, has been made to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
at Washington and this famous 20 
mile branch line which in past 
years has carried summer guests 
from Phoenicia up through the 
Stony Clove notch and on to Tan- 
nersville and Hunter probably 
will be abandoned. 


Prior to the coming of the 


automobile as a means of traffic 
the Stony Clove Branch did a 
thriving business in summer. Long 
trains slowly made then- way up 
the heavy grades and through the 
notch 
to 
Katerskill 
Junction 


where the line branched, one lead- 
ing to Hunter and the other con- 
tinuing on to Tannersville and 
Deyond to carry passengers out to 
Lhe large mountain houses of the 
locality. 


Since the advent of motor car 


traffic there have been annual re- 
ports of abandonment of the line 
aut the railroad 
company had 


ienied the reports. This spring fol- 
:owing a visit of the president of 
the system and several other dis- 
tinguished railroad men it was re- 
ported that the line was to be 
abandoned but railroad 
officials 


described the visit as "routine" 
and said they had no knowledge 
of any plan to abandon the 
Phoenicia-Kaaterskill-Hunter line. 
Application was made on June to 
iVashington for abandonment. 


The railroad has applied to the 


commission for a certificate of 
convenience and necessity permit- 
ing the abandonment of the lines 
extending 
from 
Phoenicia 
to 


Kaaterskill, 
approximately 
19.2 


miles in length, and from Kaater- 
skill Junction to Hunter, approxi- 
mately 2.7 miles. The line lies in 
Ulster and Greene counties. 


In the past when 
passenger 


traffic was heavy the summer 
boarders would arrive at Phoenicia 
by Ulster & Dataware train and 
there transfer to the Stony Clove 
Branch train which would be wait- 
ing on the spur and be hauled up 
the winding, torturous right-of- 
way through the narrow pic- 
turesque valley and through the 
notch to the Greene county side of 
the Catskills where at Kaaterskill 
Junction the line branched, the 
main route leading to Tanners- 
ville while a shorter branch line 
went to Hunter. The line was of 
standard guage and was used for 
freight as well as passenger ser- 
vice and was in operation through- 
out the year. 


As on other short lines lead- 


ing into the mountain, traffic has 
fallen off in late years and like 
other lines which have already 
become a memory, the Stony 


'love Branch undoubtedly will

They would be of great value 
to civilization if developed nationally and in- 
ternationally, bringing us, as the President 
said, "materially nearer to a realization of 
our hopes of peace.'1

the world and end its rivalries and unrest. 
In fact, it is far more likely to increase these 
and other evils, for it creates fear and enmity 
as well as strength, and it turns the world's 
resources aside from constructive use to non- 
productive armament.

ANTARCTIC EXPERIMENT 


Th« rtatesmen of the world have a great 


opportunity to work out ao objective plan for 
sharing natural resources on a fair and 
friendly baste.

the possession of one group and coveted by 
the other group, they have become aware of 
other vast resources accessible at present to 
none.

It will be many 
years, probably, before they can be profitably 
exploited. Most of today's leaders will be out 
of power before that time comes. New gen- 
erations will be the ones to use the Antarctic 
resources. 


Because no immediate gain can come to 


any holder of territory there, there is no need 
for an immediate scramble to stake out 
claims. Yet precisely such a scramble is now 
developing. Isn't this the time and the situa- 
tion for trying out a few cooperative theories 
and practising a new sort of international 
generosity? 


A plan worked out for general use of what- 


ever valuable things may at some remote 
day come out of the mountains of the South 
Polar lands might quiet a lot of unnecessary 
excitement. And in the resultant calm and 
sense of security for the future might come 
the bright idea of handling today's natural 
wealth problems by equally rational methods. 
Then it would no longer be necessary for 
nations to kill each other off in the struggle 
for economic power, and to destroy their own 
productive power in the process.

the American business world that 
competition between the govern' 
ment and the private utilities 
would be limited or restricted. Thc 
protests from the electric power 
companies were brushed aside as 
superfluous. But today, when the 
House appropriations committee 
adopts a provision prohibiting mu- 
nicipalities from seeking federal 
unds to compete with industrial 
plants, there is a sharp outcry 
rom the PWA administrator, who 
nsists this is an undemocratic re- 
striction upon cities.

eral government has better credit 
than private industry* and that it 
can put out of business anybody 
from a milk dealer to a depart- 
ment store owner because it can 
borrow money at a. negligible rate 
of interest.

He re- 
fuses to respect the rights of other 
motorists, arid he goes gaily about 
in a paradise of screeching brakes, 
bleating horns, double parking 
and wrong turns, with no hand 
signals and no regard for the 
other car. 


If "screwdriving" can be elimin- 


ated, Chief Wood estimates, traffic 
on Broadway and other main 
arteries can be speeded up as 
much as 25 per cent. 


"What most of us drivers in 


Kingston need is a little more 
common courtesy." the chief re- 
marked. 'Too often we fall to 
respect the ordinary rights of our 
fellow drivers. 


"We double park and hold up 


traffic for three blocks behind us, 
in order to save ourselves the in- 
convenience of walking a few 
extra steps. 


"We fail to share the road with 


faster cars tryins to pass us, be- 
cause we don't bothpr to notice 
him. or because we don't like to 
have anyone nass- us—even If we 
are In no particular hurry and the 
other fellow has a logical reason 
for wanting to get somewhere in 
a hurry. 


"We make right turns from the 


center of the street, and left turns 
from the lane next to the side- 
walk, thus makin? the other 
drivers cuss and jam on their 
brakes. 


"We try to beat the llehts. and 


we try to edge our neiehhors off 
the street in an effort to get 
ahead of him when the red light 
turns green. 


"Far too often we sit and Wow 


horns long and loud in choked 
traffic, when neither we nor any- 
one else knows what we are blow- 
inx at. 


"Those of us who commit these

New 
demands advanced by the Japan- 
we emphasized that the dispute 
—originally over the refuge given 
four Chinese wanted by the Jap- 
anese—was becoming one involv- 
ing Britain's whole policy in China, 
perhaps the future of interna- 
tional trade in the Orient, and a 
test of prestige between the Brit- 
ish and the Japanese. 


Considerable food was brought 


into the concessions last night, 
most of it going to the French 
markets since the Chinese appar- 
ently were avoiding too close as- 
sociation with the British. 


Some quarters expressed con- 


cern over possible developments 
tomorrow, should the Japanese 
carry out plans to parade into the 
British concession to lay flowers 
on the graves of Japanese heroes 
of the Boxer uprising. It was con- 
sidered unlikely, however, that the 
British would permit large num- 
bers of Japanese to enter the con- 
cession.

Japanese blockade at Tientsin has 
evoked an expression of concern 
from the United States.

Grammar School in New 


York Is 175 Years Old 


NEW YORK. — Columbia gram- 


mar school is celebrating its 175th 
birthday as the oldest non-sectarian 
school in the United States. 


The school, founded in 1764 as a 


preparatory institute for King's col- 
lege, 
now Columbia 
university, 


opened with 27 scholars, each of 
whom was required to provide "one 
load of nut wood for the use of the 
school" as part of his annual tuition 
fee. 


In 1776 the school went out of ex- 


istence for eight years when it was 
iclzed for military purposes during 
the Revolution. It re-opened in 1784 
with William Cochran, of Trinity col- 
lege, Dublin, as headmaster. 


With the exception of Franklin'* 


academy in Philadelphia, Columbia 
gramrnar school was the first school 
devoted exclusively to general rath 
er than religious training.

During the evening a fine musi- 
cal program was rendered by a 
trio composed of Tom Crosby at 
the piano, his son, Tom, on the 
violin, and Bill Smith at the 
drums. 


The Men's Club presented Mrs. 


Brown with a beautiful bouquet 
of roses and a gift of cash to the 
flev. Mr. Brown as a token of ap- 
preciation of the work they had 
done in the church. 


Attorney Roger H. Loughran of 


Hurley presided as toastmaster, 
and spoke in a humorous vein and 
then introduced Mr. Snyder, the 
speaker of the evening who, as 
usual, delivered a most interest- 
ng address on conditions as they 
exist in the world today.

the Japanese army has invaded 
strong in their youth and power 
but today the Japanese army i 
the most disease inflicted army in 
the world, and Japan is now lik 
a wounded animal striking her 
and there without thought of th 
future. 


"It's a queer world," said th 


speaker, "where we send bombs 
to Japan and bandages to China,' 


The world today, he said, is go- 


ing through birth pangs from 
which he was optimistic enough 
to believe would bring forth a 
richer and fuller life for the na 
tions of the earth. 


luTPu,c,hing on religion, he said 
that the church was not in re- 
treat today, but the trouble was 
that many of the people were not 
receiving the message the church 
of all denominations was sending 
forth to a topsy-turvy world, and 
ho closed his message with the 
thought that kindness between 
men and nations would make this 
world a better place. 


Mrs. Brown in accepting the 


gift of roses from the club said 
that there were times when words 
failed to express the sentiments 
felt. This was one of those occa- 
sions. 


The Rev. Mr. Brown spoke 
briefly, thanking the club for its 
gift and recalling that when he 
became pastor of the church near- 
ly six years ago that one of his 
first acts was to assist in the for- 
mation of the Men's Club. 


It has been a wonderful experi- 


ence to work with the men of the 
church, and it was one of the most 
pleasant memories that he would 
carry away with him from the 
pastorate of the 
church.

loyality. She had stood by him 
loyally in all of the ups and downs 
of life.

It will pay and you 
will get more from your plants 
than if you crowd them so no 
plant can reach its best develop- 
ment. 


Select a cloudy day if possible 


and also preferably a cool one to 
avoid the wilting of the plants.

The object 
is to get the earth in as close and 
perfect contact with the roots of 
the plant as possible so that the 
roots will at once begin the work

After transplanting recovery is 


quickest if the plant is shaded 
from the hot sun for a day or so. 
Paper tents are easily made from 
newspaper, anchored with a few 
clods. Strawberry boxes may be 
saved for the purpose, as they are 
easily handled.

Amazon Valley Shelters 


Gorgeously Plumed Bird 


In the dense forests of South 


America through which flow the 
Amazon river and its tributaries, 
lives the cock of the rock, accord- 
ing to naturalists who have de- 
scribed him, the most beautiful bird 
in the world, writes a correspond- 
ent to the Michigan F rmer. He is 
a glorious creature, in a coat of 
bright orange, black-tipped wings 
and tail, and a marvelous double 
crest which runs backward from the 
tip of his bill, over the top of his 
tead, like the ndge of a helmet 


To see them dance ' you must 


peep through the underbrush in the 
dense shadows. I£ you are fortunate, 
you may se<> a score of birds in a 
natural amp^i'heater. the specta- 
tors gathered on bushes surround- 
ing an open space in the center— 
the stage. 


Here this radiant, feathered ac- 


tor takes his place, and his solo 
dance begins. With lowered wings, 
and outspread, pumping tail, he 
walks round and round the stage, 
scratching the ground and spring- 
ing into the air—the spectators in 
the bushes, meanwhile, giving ev- 
ery evidence of keen enjoyment of 
his act. 


When he is tired, he joins the 


spectators, while another male takes 
his place on the stage.
